Truck Driver Killed Friday | 
At Level Crossing 
Near Delhi 
COMPANION INJURED 


Delhi:—When the hor in 
which he was riding about three 
o’clock Friday afternoon, collided 
-with a through Wabash express 
at the crossing on the southerly 
outskirts of this village, Nelson 
Parker, 25, driver of the truck 
was almost instantly killed and 
a companion seriously injured. 


The two\men were passengers} 
in a transport ‘truck owned by}| 
the Ellis Cartage _Company of; 


Hamilton. The big. vehicle’ was 


loaded with sixty tons—of—fertil-|.— 


izer and was proceeding west 
when struck’ by the train. So 
great was the impact that the 
front end was. completely wreck- 
ed, the cab being smashed to 
Splinters. The escape of “Howard 
Cook, Parker’s companion, is ré- 
Zarded as nothing short of mir- 
aculous. 

Parker’s body was picked up 
sixty-four feet from the point 
where the accident occurred and 
he died about three .-minutes 
after Dr. E: W. Zumstein who was 
jcalled, reached him. Cook was 
jextricated from the wreckage 
and rushed to the Norfolk Gen- 
eral Hospital.:"He was suffering 
from: injuries about the body, 
the most severe of Which was a 
fractured left femur, and shock. 
His condition is not conisdered 
serious. 


Train Was Disabled ‘ 


Authorities are at-a loss to ex- 
plain: the fatal accident. Visibil- 
ity was good at the time of the 
fatality and the eastbound train 
should have been visible for a 
considerable distance down the 
tracks. aa eS Se 

The Wabash’ train was in 
charge of Alfred Done, engineer, 
and George Nethercott, both of 
St. Thomas Traffic was “tied up 
on the line for some hours after- 
Pward as the engine. was disak led.

repairs and another engine being 
dispatched to’ haul the train to
